Apart  from  the  contributions  to  the  Educational  Department,  to  he  referred  to 
hereafter  in  this  Deport,  the  Donations  having  the  strongest  claims  to  special 
notice  are  the  munificent  gifts  of  T.  B.  Potter,  Esq.,  consisting  of  138  volumes, 
121  pamphlets,  and  about  2,000  Parliamentary  Blue  Books  and  Papers  ; of  the 
United  States  Government ; and  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  with  other 
American  donors.  The  valuable  contributions  of  Messrs.  Bazley  and  Turner, 
and  Messrs.  Councillors  Crewdson,  Leigh,  and  Curtis,  have  been  most  acceptable 
and  appropriate.  The  contributions  of  Messrs.  Potter,  Bazley,  and  Turner,  com- 
prise a nearly  complete  series  of  the  Parliamentary  Books  and  Papers  for  the 
Sessions  1857  to  1859.

* 5 aluAle  contributions  have  been  received  since  the  5th  September  from  the  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society,  and  from  Messrs.  J.  and  C.  Mozley.  A number  of  the  books, 
maps,  &c.,  contributed,  are  published  at  from  one  to  three  guineas.  The  contiibution  of 
one  firm  is  worth,  at  publishing  prices,  about  £;20. 
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Improved  Accommodation  and  Lighting  and  Warming, — Chief  Library. 

During  the  past  year  the  Jiuseum  Room  has  uoclergone  important  alterations. 
It  has  been  fitted  with  gas  and  with  shelves,  and  is  now  capable  of  receiving  a 
number  of  the  constantly  increasing  series  (the  Specifications  of  Patents  in 
particular)  for  which  it  is  difficult  to  find  space  in  the  Reference  Library.  About 
2,000  volumes  (exclusive  of  the  Rochdale-road  Branch  Hooks)  have  been  removed 
to  the  Museum  Room,  and  it  has  now  been  ascertained  that  this  increased  accom- 
modation will  greatly  facilitate  good  order  and  efificieucy  in  the  Reference  Library. 

During  the  last  year  also  the  improved  warming  apparatus  has  been  completed 
in  the  Reference  Library;  it  has  proved  efficient  and  satisfactory.  A hygrometer 
has  been  placed  in  the  Reference  Library,  and  a periodical  registration  is  made 
of  its  indications.  The  extremes  between  the  thermometer  and  the  hygrometer 
have  been  from  4 to  9 degrees,  the  mean  being  about  5^  degrees.  The  range  of 
temperature  (in  the  winter  mouths)  since  the  warming  apparatus  was  completed 
has  been  from  57  to  63  degrees,  which  is  found  to  be  sufficiently  high. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  improvement  in  the  lighting 
of  the  Reference  Library  has  rendered  it  entirely  satisfactory  in  this  respect,  and 
has  considerably  improved  the  ventilation. 

These  important  and  satisfactory  alterations  at  Camp  Field  have  been  executed 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Lyude,  the  City  Surveyor.

Tire  number  of  volumes  which  has  been  available  for  the  sendee  of  readers  is 
estimated  at  3,700  ; each  volume  has  therefore  been  issued  about  13  times. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-four  volumes,  including  a few  donations  of  books,  have 
been  added  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  persons  admitted  to  borrow  books  during  the  year  from  the 
Ancoats  Branch,  is  1,010.  The  number  admitted  from  the  commencement,  is 
3,294.  Of  these,  five  have  been  cancelled — one  by  withdrawal  of  the  Guarantor, 
and  four  from  infringement  of  the  rules.  A number  of  the  cards  issued  have 
lapsed  from  the  Borrowers  having  left  the  locality. 

For  the  year,  eight  volumes  have  been  lost  by  Borrowers.  The  Borrowers 
have  paid  for  seven  of  these,  and  a Guarantor  for  one  volume.  In  the  previous 
year,  two  volumes  were  lost,  both  of  which  were  paid  for  by  the  Borrowers. 
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Compensation  for  injury  to  books — thirty-six  volumes  during  the  past  year — 
has  been  paid  by  Borrowers  ; and  during  the  previous  year  compensation  was 
paid  for  damage  to  75  vols. 

The  Reading  Room  at  Ancoats  is  supplied  with  the  Manchester  Guardian  and 
Examiner  and  Times,  four  copies  of  each,  Manchester  Courier,  Weekly  Times, 
and  Advertiser,  two  copies  each,  the  Times,  the  Liverpool  Mercury,  the  London 
Journal,  All  the  Year  Round,  the  Family  Herald,  Chambers’ s Journal,  the  Leisure 
Hour,  and  the  British  Workman. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Reading  Room  at  this  Branch  also,  shall,  it  has  been 
arranged,  be  immediately  attended  to.

To  the  Chairman  and  Committee  of  the  Manchester  Free  Libraries. 

Gentlemen, — We,  the  undersigned,  who  are  professionally  engaged,  or  actively 
interested,  in  the  work  of  practical  instruction,  respectfully  suggest  the  addition 
of  an  Educational  Section  to  the  Reference  Department  of  the  Manchester  Free 
Library  ; such  section  to  consist  of  Glass  and  School  Books,  Maps,  Diagrams,  and 
other  educational  apparatus,  which  should  be  separately  aiTanged  and  catalogued, 
the  publishers’  names  being  given  in  the  catalogue  in  this  special  case 
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The  establishment,  in  connection  with  the  Manchester  Free  Library,  of  a public 
Depot,  under  due  regulations,  for  educational  publications,  with  perfect  freedom 
of  access,  and  facilities  for  examination  of  the  specimens,  would,  we  are  persuaded, 
prove  of  great  service,  and  would  be  eagerly  taken  advantage  of  by  the  professional 
men  and  others  interested  in  practical  instruction,  in  a district  which,  with  the 
immediately  adjacent  towns,  contains  a population  of  not  less  than  a million 
persons. 

We  are  aware  that  ihe  purchase  of  such  books,  &c.,  for  the  accomplishment  of 
what  may  seem  a special  and  class,  rather  than  a general  and  public  advantage, 
may  not  he  considered  within  your  legitimate  sphere  ; but  we  venture  to  think, 
that  if  you  are  ready  to  undertake  the  reception,  arrangement,  safe  custody,  and 
exhibition  of  such  contributions,  educational  publishers  will  readily  furnish  them. 

The  booksellers’  shops  (without  disparagement  to  the  trade)  cannot  offer  the 
advantages  which  would  be  secured  by  the  establishment  of  such  a repository, 
nor  can  they  escape  the  disadvantages  from  which  it  would  be  free.  It  would 
furnish  a ready  and  efficient  channel  by  which  publishers  might  bring  their  issues 
Under  the  notice  of  those  most  directly  interested,  and  would  afford  a ranch  more 
thorough  and  reliable  means  of  ascertaining  the  respective  merits  of  educational 
publications  than  the  advertisements  and  “notices”  which  appear  in  educational 
and  other  journals.

Kingdom ; and  also  that  he  take  the  necessary  steps  for  the  reception,  arrange- 
ment, and  exhibition,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  of  such 
educational  books,  or  other  apparatus,  as  may  be  contributed  from  time  to  time. 

CIRCULAR  TO  EDUCATIONAL  PUBLISHERS. 

Chief  Library,  Camp  Field,  Manchester. 

Herewith  are  copies  of  a letter  recently  received  by  the  Manchester  Free 
Libraries  Committee,  and  of  a resolution  adopted  by  the  Committee  thereupon. 

The  Committee  acceded  without  hesitation  to  a request  made  by  gentlemen  so 
well  entitled  to  consideration  as  representatives  of  the  practical  educators  of  the 
district,  and  because  of  the  well-known  general  and  strong  desire  existing  for  the 
establishment  of  a permanent  educational  exhibition.  They  were  also  influenced 
by  the  fact  that  a nucleus  has  already  been  formed  by  contributions  from  several 
eminent  publishers  of  their  respective  series  of  educational  works. 

It  rests  now  with  publishers  whether  the  proposed  scheme  shah,  assume  such  a 
character  as  to  accomplish,  fully,  the  pm-pose  intended,  and  increase,  at  the  same 
time,  the  issues  of  meritorious  publications.  Believing  that  public  advantage  and 
the  interests  of  publishers  will  be  collaterally  promoted  by  the  proposed  scheme, 
the  Committee  do  not  hesitate  to  invite  contributions  from  the  leading  educational 
publishers,  and  they  are  desirous  that  your  firm  may  be  fairly  represented  in  their 
proposed  permanent  educational  exhibition. 

A catalogue  of  the  department  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and  as  soon  as 
certain  preliminary  arrangements  (which  are  in  a forward  state)  have  been  com- 
pleted, notification  will  be  made  that  it  is  open  for  public  inspection. 

If  you  should  think  proper  to  send  specimens  of  any  of  your  issues,  a few 
copies  of  your  Catalogue,  for  Library  service,  would  greatly  facilitate  the  object  in 
view.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

I ■ — The  Libraeian  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Libraries,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  books,  and  of  all  other  property 
belonging  thereto. 

II. — The  Library  of  Reference  shall  be  open  to  the  Public  gratuitously 
every  day, — Sundays,  Christinas  Day,  New  Year’s  Day,  and  Good  Friday 
excepted,  and  for  three  days  at  each  stated  quarterly  period  for  examination  of 
the  books  and  cleaning  the  premises, — from  the  hour  of  Ten  in  the  morning  to 
Nine  in  the  evening  ; and  the  Lending  Library  from  the  hour  of  Twelve  at  Noon 
to  the  hour  of  Nine  in  the  evening,  daily. 

Ill- — Every  person,  on  entering  the  Library  of  Reference,  or  on  being 
admitted  to  borrow  books  from  any  of  the  Lending  Departments,  shall  write, 
or  cause  to  be  w'ritteu,  his  or  her  name  and  address,  in  a book  to  be  provided  in 
each  room  for  that  purpose  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  in  charge  of 
each  department  respectively,  to  see  that  this  regulation  is  invariably  complied 
with  ; and  such  signature  shall  be  taken  and  considered  to  be  an  assent  to  these 
Rules  and  Regulations ; and  without  it,  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  obtain  any  book. 

lY. — No  person  shall  be  admitted  who  is  intoxicated,  or  in  an  uncleanly 
condition  ; nor  shall  any  audible  conversation  be  permitted  in  either  of  the 
Libraries  ; nor  shall  any  person  be  allowed  to  partake  of  refreshments  therein  ; — 
and  any  person  who  shall  offend  against  these  regulations,  or  shall  be  guilty  of 
any  other  misconduct,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  remain  within  the  building. 

V. — No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  pass  within  the  enclosure  in  the  Lending 
Library,  or  to  take  any  Book  from  the  shelves  of  the  Reference  Library, 
except  by  permission  of  the  Librarian;  and  no  book  or  other  article  shall  he  taken 
out  of  the  Reference  Library. 

YI. — Two  or  more  Catalogues  shall  always  be  kept  in  the  Reference  Library 
for  the  use  of  the  readers.  Each  reader  shall  sign  a receipt  for  every  book 
delivered  to  him,  and  shall,  before  leaving  the  room,  return  such  book  or  books 
into  the  hands  of  the  Librarian,  or  of  his  assistant. 

YII. — Two  or  more  Catalogues  shall  also  be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  public 
in  the  Chief  Lending  Library,  and  one  Catalogue  at  each  of  the  Branch  Libraries; 
but  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  borrow  a book  from  the  Library  without  first 
obtaining  the  signatures  and  addresses  of  two  ratepayers  whose  names  appear 
either  on  the  city  roll  of  Manchester,  or  on  the  burgess  roll  of  Salford,  to  the 
following  voucher  :■ — ■ 

IVe,  A B , of  in  the  ward  of and  C D , of  in 

“ the  toard  of declare  that  we  believe  E F , of  in  the  to  be  a 

person  to  whom  books  may  safely  he  entrusted  for  perusal ; and  we  hereby  undertake  to 
“ replace  any  book  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  Manchester  which  shall  be  lost  or 
“ materially  injured  by  the  said  E F . 

(Signed)  

“ Fated  this  day  of  18  .” 

“When,  either  of  the  persons  who  may  have  signed  this  engagement  shall  desire  to  withdraw  from 
“ it,  he  must  give  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  the  Librarian,  who  will  give  a release  as  soon  as  he 
'shall  liave  ascertained  that  no  liability  has  been  incurred.” 
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This  voucher  must  have  been  dehvered  to  the  Librarian  three  days  before  the 
first  issue  of  books  to  the  person  recommended ; and  all  books  boiTowed  must  be 
returned  to  the  Library  within  the  time  specified  on  the  respective  covers  thereof, 
under  the  penalties  therein  stated ; and  if  in  any  case  six  months  shall  have 
elapsed  between  the  due  return  of  a book  lent  and  the  application  for  another, 
and  in  cases  of  borrowers  losing  their  cards,  a fresh  voucher  must  be  produced, 
as  on  the  first  apphcation. 

Vm. — The  Librarian  shall  carefully  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined,  each 
book  returned,  and  if  the  same  be  found  to  have  sustained  any  injury  or  damage, 
or  to  have  been  rendered  of  less  value  by  being  soiled  or  written  in,  he  shall 
requu’e  the  person  to  whom  the  same  was  delivered,  or  his  guarantors,  to  pay 
the  amoimt  of  damage  or  injury  done,  or  othei’wise  to  procure  anew  copy  of  equal 
value ; and  in  the  latter  case  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  damaged  copy 
on  depositing  the  new  one. 

LX. — If  any  person  to  whom  a book  shall  have  been  dehvered  in  the  Keference 
Library  shah  not  re-deliver  the  same  to  the  Librarian  or  his  assistant  before 
leaving  the  room,  or  if  any  borrower  shall  not  return  to  the  Lexdixg  Library, 
within  due  time,  the  book  or  books  lent  to  him,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay 
on  demand,  the  amount  of  any  loss,  damage,  or  injury,  or  to  procure  another 
copy  as  before  mentioned,  then  the  amount  of  such  loss,  damage,  or  injurjq  or 
the  value  of  such  book,  shall  be  recoverable  from  the  person  or  persons  as  afore- 
said, as  a debt,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  applicable  to  the  recovery  of  debts  of 
like  amount,  in  which  action  or  proceeding  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of 
the  City  of  Manchester  shall  be  the  plaintiffs ; and  the  fact  of  their  being  the 
persons  entitled,  shall  be  taken  to  be  admitted  by  the  defendant. 

X.  — The  two  last  preceding  rules  shall  likewise  be  enforced,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  applicable,  in  cases  where  any  damage  or  injury  shall  have  been  done  to  any 
other  property  in  the  Libraries. 

XI.  — All  Books  borrowed  from  the  Lending  Departments  of  the  Chief  and 
Branch  Libraries  must  be  returned,  irrespective  of  the  time  allowed  for  reading, 
at  the  respective  quarterly  dates  specified  on  the  printed  labels  at  the  beginning 
of  each  book.  Borrowers  neglecting  to  comply  with  this  regulation  shall  risk 
the  forfeiture  of  their  privilege  of  borrowing  books. 

XII.  — The  Librarian  shall  have  power  to  refuse  books  to  any  reader  or  borrower 
who  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Library;  but 
any  person  so  refused  shall  have  liberty  to  appeal  to  the  Library  Committee. 

XIII.  — Xo  person  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Eeferex'ce  Library.
